Two Life Members Newly Appointed 



E lected Artists Michael Pater of 
Colchester, CT and Yves Parent of 
Pawcatuck, CT became the LAAs newest 
Life Members, in recognition of their 
longevity and many services rendered 
to the LAA. The award was made upon 
a motion by the Board of Directors 
and voted by the membership at the 
Annual General Meeting on Sept. 27th 
in Old Lyme. The LAA now honors 24 
members with Life status. 

Ukrainian born Michael Pater first 
studied art in the Lysenko refugee 
camp, Hanover, Germany in the late 
1940s. After immigrating to the U.S. in 
1949, Pater went on to study art at the 


American Academy of Art in Chicago 
and the Rhode Island School of Design. 

‘ His works have a sensitive feeling 
for color and the property of paint. 

His known snow scenes have a sense of 
freshness and spontaneity which reflect 
the artist s excitement at interpreting 
visual facts.” Pater has won numerous 
prizes and awards. His works hang in 
many private and corporate collections. 

French born Yves Parent knew art and 
the maritime world as a child because 
his mother was an art teacher and his 
family had sailboats.

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Marine Art Exhibition 
Brought Lively Color 
to the Galleries 



I n summer, people of New England 
tend to focus on the sea coast and 
the lovely river waterways of the region. 
In this spirit, for its late summer show, 
The Marine Art Exhibition, the LAA 
encouraged its artists to submit works 
portraying boats, beaches, the sea and 
country rivers and streams. This show 
hung in the North and South Galleries 
from August 15th — September 20th. 

Guests artists who are members of the 
American Society of Marine Artists, were 
invited to display their works in the Cole 
and Goodman Galleries simultaneously. 

The result was a delightful celebration 
of the colors and diversity of summer 
activities, from portraits of sturdy tug 
boats on the job to lovely sloops catching 
sunset rays; from little tots digging in 
the sand at the water’s edge to hefty 
fishermen going about their daily work. 
Amid the oils, watercolors and pastels 
there were studies of rigging, studies 
of rocks, and scenes of tranquil beach 
houses with broad windows that stared 
wide-eyed at the sea. 

The Guest Juror for this show was 
Victor Mays, a well-known marine artist, 
book illustrator and specialist in 18th 
and 19th century American and British 
maritime history. Mr. Mays has juried 
many prestigious shows and has won 
numerous awards for his work, including 
the Rudolph J. Schaefer Maritime 
Heritage Award from the Mystic 
Maritime Gallery. 

“We were pleased to welcome Mr.

What Has the Director 
of Landscape and 
rounds Been Up To? 

Sheila Wertheimer: Fairy Godmother 
of the Gardens 


W hat good is a hobbling gardener, recovering from foot surgery, who can not 
garden, climb a ladder, or do much of anything, really? The answer is. . . she 
can supervise like the dickens, and she’s still full of rousing good ideas! 

Who is she? Sheila Wertheimer, Chairperson of Landscape and Grounds, of 
course. She is credited with the idea that the LAAs beautiful front doors should be an 
electrifying medium blue, bordered by brilliant white woodwork and trellises, to invite 
people in. 

Others had to lend hands and healthy feet to get the doors painted. But first 
impressions of the LAA from the outside are her responsibility, and she’s positively 
tumbling over with good ideas. 

Thanks to her landscaping crew from her private business, the blue front doors are 
also sporting new plantings of boxwoods and perennials at the front patio, along with 
2 giant pots of white clematis which will eventually climb up the dual white trellises. 

In addition to the labor, she donated half of the cost of the plantings. The perennials 
were donated by Matt and Martin Griswold of Judge’s Farm. 

The back doors into the downstairs studio and office areas are the same bright 
medium blue. Wertheimer believes that doorway should be as clean and welcoming 
as the front doors because that is where the students go in, "and they are as much the 
lifeblood of the LAA as the artists and the patrons on the floor above, Wertheimer 
asserts. “I am hoping that someone will donate paving stones so we can get the 
gravelly area at the back door filled in and looking presentable.” 

Of course, all good ideas come with price tags. Wertheimer is quick to point out 
that we need to get going with building walkways, the parking lot and the front patio, 
especially to make them ADA compliant. She would also like to support Dorothea 
Ruchholz who is donating a garden area near the driveway in memory of her parents, 
both prior Board of Directors of LAA. 

“I have been given a budget to work with,” Wertheimer explains, “but a sizable 
chunk of that covers the lawn mowing every year. We have made progress but we will 
be working on continuing our fundraising!” 

Dredging and landscaping of the ice pond are being discussed by the LAA and the 
Florence Griswold Museum with the CT Dept, of Environmental Protection. 

Oh, by the way, can you spare a wheelbarrow? And is there anyone out there who 
would like to donate 2,000 naturalizing spring bulbs — daffodils, crocuses and tulips — 
for the front lawn, under the trees? Sheila Wertheimer will greet you with open arms 
— not to mention garden gloves and a trowel to get you started! 
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Bob Gregg: Spotlight 
on a Volunteer — or Why 
Stools Doift Collapse in 
the Studio 

Bob (Gregg: Why Stools Don’t 
Collapse In the Studio 


A s we all know, it takes a whole village’ to keep the LAA running smoothly and 
functioning adequately enough for the public to walk in our doors. That means 
depending on a lot of volunteers. 

Artist member Bob Gregg is one such volunteer who has become facility manager 
Steve Ross’ right-hand man for repairs and maintenance, a job Ross simply cannot do 
alone. Gregg has been an artist member for about four years. Two years ago he noticed 
a plea in the LAA Newsletter for volunteers, particularly for people to help with repairs 
and maintenance. 

I’m retired, and 1 like to do that kind of stuff, thought Gregg. ‘Maybe I’ll just go 
down and talk to Krissa and see what they need.” 

Well, it’s a good thing Gregg likes “to do that kind of stuff” because he has worked 
closely with Ross on a variety of projects; sometimes side-by-side, as when the two men 
took on the task of cleaning the interior skylights. Although it’s been done before, Ross 
reported that the task was monumental because of the expanse of surface to be cleaned 
and because the two men had to spend hours atop very tall ladders. "Imagine that, 
Gregg chimed in with a chuckle, We never once fell in!” 

Ross and Gregg also built and installed a countertop and bookshelves for the small 
space connected to the administrative office in the lower level, expanding the ability of 
staff to conduct business appropriately. 

On his own, Gregg undertook to paint all the white trim and trellises at the front 
door, which meant back up on ladders again. Then he got down off of ladders and 
onto his knees as he single-handedly installed the beautiful Pergo floor in the small 
Elected Artists’ gallery. He also painted the back porch after it was repaired, and installed 
the studio shades, which allow workshop participants to adjust light levels as needed. 
Finally, any one who has taken a class or a workshop in the studio in the last two years is 
indebted to Gregg for his diligent attention to keeping the easels, stools and tables there 
sturdy. . 

In his spare time, Gregg paints mostly marine subjects. "Since I live on the coast, I 
guess I just like to paint what I see,” explains Gregg. Even growing up on the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan, Gregg was around boats on the lakes near his home. One 
of his boat paintings hung this summer in the South Gallery during the Marine Art 
Exhibition. 

Steve Ross is very grateful for Gregg’s assistance and his can-do attitude. “Bob is 
extremely helpful in so many ways,” says Ross. “We need people like him around here 
to make this place go.”

Painting the still life can be a very rewarding 
experience, mainly because the objects do 
not move and the lighting can be precisely 
controlled giving the student a real chance 
to test their skills. Traditional still life 
painting is all about representing objects 
with the utmost accuracy of proportion and 
color, which is what we will focus on in this 
workshop. Students will have 2 different 
still life arrangements to choose from, but 
encouraged to focus on one painting for 
the weekend. This is not a 'quick sketch” 
workshop. The primary focus will be to 
capture a sense of 3 dimensional form and 
space through accurate drawing (proportions) 
and the use of subtle value relationships.
